they are liable to be injured by fre On 
the last Weduesday of June, 1841, after 
extreme heat, there was a sudden shower 
of rain necompanied with hail, at the time 
sunilemnberries were forming, and 
was followed by as sudden a change of 
weather, and a very slight frost in low 
hand swanipy lands, which spread the blight 
of death upon the new shoots and the 
promising crop, m many places for that 
year, Before the shower the vines were 
luxuriant and of amost healthy and four- 
ishing appearance, After the shower the 
young vines changed from a green healthy 
stute toa rusty brown color, and contin- 
ved to ful until the spring of bo42, when 
they were appirently all dead, and as a 
consequence there were but few of the an- 
nual shoots and a corresponding crop of 
cranberries the season past, . 

The cranberry, like all other fruit-hear- 
ing trees and shrubs, has its periods of 
growth, maturity, and decline. Thesame 
vines will hot prodhee a crop every year 
Wiile in their maturity, but hke fruit trees 
will bear fruit once in two or three years, 
untit they have produced from three to 
eight or ten crops. ‘They produce much 
jbetter and conttuue to bear much longer 

in some situations than they do in others, 
until the declining stage or old age overs 
takes them, when they gradually waste 
away until they entirely disappear, us tho’ 
ithe ground were tired of their ineumbrance 
aud the fertilizing quality exhausted which 
is necessary to their production. After 
ihe vines are decayed or dead, a renova- 
tion on the same spot has never taken 
i place on my meadows, but they spring up 
i a capricions manner in different placer, 
after exhausting their peculiar nutriment 
in places where they formerly grew, 24 
years ago, my meadow which had pro- 
duced large erops of grass, and where no 
cranberry vines were to be seen, has for 
ten years past yielded me the greatest 
‘crops of cranberries; so we see the natu- 
ral tendency to rotation even among cran- 
berries and meadow grass. 

Cranberries propagate from the seed or 
from transplanting the vines taken ap by 
the roots ; the Jatcer is probably the most 
expeditions course of bringing them to a 
bearing state, but my mendows having 

‘been amply recruited by a spontaneous 
growth, and my experienee and observa- 
| tion so limited on the best mode of culti- 
jvation, that I shall submit the subject to 
|some one more experienced than 1: yself, 
‘to point out the best way. The most ju- 
\dicious course of treating the vines after 
\they have arrived to a bearing state, has 
j been a matter of considerable argument: 
jsome contend that mowing them off and
